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Trinity River Receding at Dallas,

But Losses Will Aggregate
Millions.

Dallas, Texas, May 28.—Trinity
river fell four feet during the night,
and it is thought the worst has
passed. There are no street lights or
glectric lights of any kind ether than
ﬂuemmiohed by a few private
plants; It is stated that perhaps
the dynamos would be set in motion
to-night.

The city water supply is cut off
and the citizens depend on artesian
wells and cisterns for a sufficient
amount for necessities. This per-
haps furnishes the greatest menace
%0 the people of the city, as without
sewerage the health authorities fear

the effect of the public health. It is
believed, however, that the pumps
will be staried during the day and
water again forced through the
mains. In the mean time the city is
in no condition to cope with fire
should one of any magnitude occur,
The monetary damage in the city
of Dallas alone will reach $1,000,000.
This does not include the damage
sustained by the railroads leading
into the city. This, it is estimated,
will reach another million, while the
damage sustained by farmers in the
flood district remains incalculable.

THOUGHT TO BE OVER.

NEST BURNS AT
STEEPLE’S TOP.

Little Bird That Built at Foot
of Cross Gives West Side
An Awful Scare,

FIRE AT ST. BONIFACE.

Firemen Clamber to Top of
200-Foot Spire to Find No
Danger Exists.

Evansville, May 27.—A bird’s nest
built at the foot of the cross that
tops ane of the towering steeples on
St. Boniface church, in the West
End, caught fire by some unknown
cause last night and created no end
of excitement. During the ten min-
utes the nest was burning a general
fire alarm was turned in, thousands
of people rushed to the scene when
the blaze at the very top of the stee-
ple was observ.d and many fell on
their knees and prayed that the fine
church, which was struck by light-
ning and burned several years ago,
might be saved. And all this on aec-
count of a little bird’s nest high up
in the air at the foot of the cross.
The little blaze was first seen by
F. W. Kingsberry, who .lives across
the street from the church, It was
but a bare tongue of flame, Fire-
men from No. 7 hose house respond-
ed toa telephone alarm and then
turned in a general alarm when the
location of the fire was known. As-
sistant Chief Dick Witte headed the
fire fighters. Rev., Father Hille-
brand, priest to the parish, was in
the street to assist in any way he
could.

Carrying a Babecock extinguisher,
Assistant Chief Witte, Firemen Tom
Winfrey, Joseph Klinger and Tom
Coughland from No. 7 and firemen
from No. 5 climbed the ladder lead-
ing to the belfry, They clambered
around the bells and then entered
the steeple.
